On the night of Feb. 24, 1931 there 
was held in the city of Tampa, Fla. a 
religious forum. The speakers (four of 
them) were a Jew, a Catholic, a Bap- 
tist, and an agnostic. I noticed the 
Baptist minister defending the Protes. 
tant belief of the Bible insisted we be 
lieve the Bible as a whole is divinely 
inspired, and made a very able appeal 
for faith in the Word of God. Of course 
the agnostic criticized any faith in 
the Word of God. We couldn’t expect 
any more of one who says he doesn’t 
know whether there is any God or not, 
and not knowing whether there is a 
God or not we don’t expect him to be- 
lieve the Word of God. 

On Feb. 25 there appeared on the 
front page of the Tampa Tribune, a 
great daily newspaper, ,with a wide 
circulation read by thousands of peo- 
ple all over the southland and other 
states, an article setting forth the 
views of the President of The Southern 
Methodist College, and this is what 
he has to say: “Dr. Hayman is free to 
believe as he chooses but it so happens 
that eighty per cent of the members 
of the Protestant churches do not be- 
lieve with him that every word of the 
Bible is true.” My Lord, what a state- 
ment from the lips of a man who 
claims to know God and is at the head 
of an institution to equip young men 
to preach the gospel. 

Listen, apostasy: An act of rejecting 
revealed truth. Apostates depart from 
the faith but not from an outward pro- 
fession of Christianity. Truly the fall- 
ing away and departure from the faith 
is here. The President of the S. M. E. 
College says Dr. Hayman represents 
only a small minority of Protestant- 
ism. Well Jesus said few there be that 
find the narrow way and the strait 
gate. 

He (the college president) ridicules 
the idea of any one believing the ac- 
count of Jonah and the whale, yet if 
he doesn’t believe it, he questions the 
veracity of the Son of God for truth- 
fulness for Jesus said at Matt.

the Holy Ghost that Jesus said He 
would send from heaven because if He 
was fooled about the fish story He 
could have been fooled about this and 
we just haven’t got a thing but a may- 
be so. No, no, no, brethren, a thousand 
times no. I don’t care if Dr. Spivey 
and all doubt the Word of God, it only 
makes me feel surer of its divinity 
and authenticity. Brother, listen, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration of 
God.” 2 Tim. 3:16. Is this true, or is 
Dr. Spivey true? Nay, let God be true 
and every man a liar. “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, He that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life.’ John 

724. 

7 “He that cometh from heaven is 
above all. And what he hath seen and 
heard, that he testifieth; and no man 
receiveth his testimony. He that hath 
received his testimony hath set to his 
seal that God is true.”
